pm Making available to foreign service posts abroad, lists of foreign agents 
and licensees of U. S. products, which will be consulted when requests for 
specific American products are received from foreign businessmen. 

p Sending trade sessions abroad for the purpose of publicizing the import- 
export needs of U.S. businessmen. 


pm Heightening our trade fairs program. 


p» Paying more attention to our traveling international traders, especially 
through briefings and arranging appointments for them abroad. 


Washington forecasts that there will be substantial reductions in foreign 
restrictions against the purchase of U. S. manufactures. If this crystal-balling 
proves to be accurate, it will go a long way towards repelling a new protection- 
ist onslaught.

AUSTRALIA ANNOUNCES FURTHER RELAXATION 
OF DOLLAR IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


The United States welcomes the announcement by the Government of Australia that 
effective August 1 import quotas were enlarged and most discriminatory restrictions on 
imports from dollar sources were eliminated. This step, which, according to official 
Australian estimates, will permit a $112 million increase in Australia’s total imports, 
should be of particular benefit to the U. S., Canada, and other countries in the dollar 
area. In effect, this measure henceforth opens the Australian market to dollar goods, 
on a nondiscriminatory basis for virtually all products except motor vehicles and timber. 
While restrictions remain on certain imports, they will be applied with minor excep- 
tions, in a manner that does not restrict products from dollar countries to a greater 
degree than those from other countries.

United States is a many fold question regarding the Current Investigations 
into The Steamship Conference Practices. The present outlook in the field of 
the duai-rate contract system might be described as a“Chinese crisis,” for the 
Chinese word crisis is made up of the symbols for the words opportunity and 


disaster. 

It is hoped that “corrective” legislation 
will develop from the Congressional In- 
vestigations in Washington intended to 
remedy certain practices in The Steam- 
ship Conferences. If this corrective ther- 
apy will work—fine; but obviously if there 
was an easy solution to the respective 
problems in this industry the solution 
would have come to light long, long ago. 

The questions seem to be— 


1 Will Congress approve the present 
all inclusive Dual Rate Conference 
Contract System when the deadline of 
June 30, 1960, arrives. Note: This dual 
rate system as proposed by the Japan 
Atlantic & Gulf Conference was outlawed 
by the Supreme Court in May, 1958. How- 
ever, Congress passed legislation permit- 
ting the use of existing systems until 
June 30, 1960, pending a study by Con- 
gress of the entire problem. 

Will Congress approve, with some 

changes a dual rate system, with addi- 
tional powers awarded to the Federal 
Maritime Board to supervise to a greater 
extent the action of the Conferences? 

Or will they, after extensive investiga- 

tion, outlaw the system without a sub- 
stitute? 

Of course there are other possibilities, 
such as the revision of the Shipping Act 
of 1916 to make permissible—deferred re- 
bates. 

Volumes have been recorded of the testi- 
mony of conference chairmen, steamship 
men, freight forwarders, and shippers, 
both for and against the All Inclusive 
Dual Rate Conference Contract System, 
and it will be a time-consuming, pains- 





taking job for Congresssman H. C. Bon- 
ner, chairman of the House Merchant 
Marine & Fisheries Committee, and his 
experienced committee members to come 
up with legislation which will be satis- 
factory to all involved. 

It is the belief of all that the impend- 
ing review will be thorough and construc- 
tive and bring about a more satisfactory 
procedure which will be beneficial to all 
concerned. There has been and there will 
be those who appear before this important 
committee and bring their complaints 
about the conference system—but who 
have nothing to offer as a substitute and 
this is of little value. It would be helpful 
if someone could come up with something 
in the way of suggested remedies for con- 
sideration by the committee. 

I do not believe that the legislation of 
the outlawed “deferred rebate” is the 
answer. On the other hand there have 
been some suggestions made which seem 
to require careful study by the committee. 
Some of these are as follows: 

> Retain the present conference system, 
where a group of steamship companies 
may join to agree upon ocean freight 
rates and conditions, by which they will 
all abide, but outlaw the Dual Rate Sys- 
tem. There seems to be some good logic 
to this when you consider that since the 
termination of the hostilities of World 
War II there are reportedly some 125 con- 
ference systems of which, I understand, 
only 63 utilize the Dual Rate System 
while the balance of 62 do not. 

> Retain the present Conference Sys- 
tem, including the objectionable “all-

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|inclusive” feature, but where the manu- 
|facturing shipper is allowed a reasonable 
‘amount of managerial discretion. The 
question arises: Why should the confer- 
ence or any other system require this 
objectionable inclusive patronage feature 
in order to make a reasonable return upon 
their investment when they have from 
80% to 95% of the sailings controlled 
under their contract system. In all of 
the testimony that I have heard, and I 
have attended all of the New York hear- 
ings and have read the testimony on the 
hearings at Raleigh-Washington and else- 
where I have not heard the most impor- 
tant problem, that I can. think of, dis- 
cussed. That problem occurs when a man- 
ufacturing shipper signs an all-inclusive 
dual rate conference contract, because 
there is not sufficient independent ser- 
vice to care for his needs, and to the best 
of his ability he intends to abide by that 
contract, is faced with the proposition 
that he cannot make a sale for export, 
unless he will ship as requested by the 
purchaser of these goods. 

It is difficult for the Sales Depart- 
ment of American Manufactured Goods 
to refuse to sell because the Traffic De- 
partment advises that they have signed 
an all-inclusive contract and cannot com- 
ply with the shipping instructions of the 
purchaser. 

Now why could it not be arranged that 
in such a case the manufacturing shipper 
advise the conference chairman of his 
(the shipper’s) predicament and give the 
name of the purchaser so that the member 
lines will have the opportunity of con- 
| tacting him in order to convince the pur- 
| chaser that on future shipments he should 
agree to ship on the conference member 
lines. 

If they are unable to convince him, he 
should be advised that any future ship- 
ments for his account, which are shipped 
on the conference lines, will be assessed 
the non-contract rate. This would, to a 
small extent, relieve the manufacturing 
shipper of the burden of convincing the 
foreign purchaser that he should agree 
to the generally beneficial assets of sign- 
ing a conference contract. However, 
should they fail to convince the pur- 
chaser of the merits of their exceptional 
service, they should not curtail the sales 
of American-manufactured products. 

I am sure that you all agree that we 
need help in selling abroad so that the 
member lines of any conference can carry

When and if it is determined that the 
steamship conference system requires the 
continuation of the dual rate freight 
agreements it seems reasonable that it 
should be offered on the basis of the an- 
nual contract. 

It would seem that if there is to be a 
change in the present All-Inclusive Dual 
Rate Conference Contract System, but 
some type of contract is to be permitted, 
these contracts should be uniform and that 
the cancellation clause should give the 
shipper the same period of cancellation 
as is reserved by the carriers. It also 
seems logical that the contract between 
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carriers should be subject to an enforce- 
able penalty for engaging in or condoning 
any practice which is discriminatory to 
other carriers, shippers or receivers. 

The natural tendency of a manufactur- 
ing shipper is to protect an ocean freight, 
rail, trucking, or air rate increase, in 
order that they may keep the landed cost 
of their American-manufactured material 
at the lowest possible figure in a foreign 
country. This is a natural reaction in 
order that the American seller may not 
be priced out of the market on his com- 
modity which in most cases must be sold 
in competition with the same article 
manufactured abroad at much lower cost. 

However, in all fairness to the carriers, 
how many shippers, if any, have any 
means of knowing whether the increase 
proposed by the carriers is a just, rea- 
sonable, and needed increase, in order that 
they, the carriers, can maintain the effi- 
cient and regularity of service required 
by the shippers? This, in my opinion, is 
one of the most important matters that 
should be given extensive investigation, 
for the welfare of all carriers and espe- 
cially for the American Merchant Marine, 
assumed to be the most costly operator of 
all ocean carriers. 

Now this leads up to a recommendation 
made by a very important witness before 
the committee, and which I should like 
to quote: 

“We believe The Maritime Administra- 
tion as a public service, should periodically 
analyze cargo handling and operating cost 
by trade route and make their observa- 
tions available to interested exporters and 
importers. Such data would assist the 
shipping public to understand the cost 
problems of the carriers.” 

If this were done, trade groups who 
make it a practice to sit down with con- 
ference chairman or various groups of 
lines—and, of course, the same applies to 
individual shippers who, before signing a 
conference contract, sits down with the 
chairman or the member lines to discuss 
the ocean freight rates and other contract 
conditions would be fairly informed on the 
problem of the lines. 

It is my hope, and I assume, the hope 
of all concerned, that the outcome of this 
investigation and the other investigations 
that are now in process, will result in a 
fair and workable arrangement that will 
be to the advantage of the carriers as 
well as to the exporters and importers, 
and particularly to the most important 
American Merchant Marine.

This has been true 
both with respect to routing among the 
various railroads and as to shifts from one 
mode of transportation to another. 

“These weaknesses,” Mr. Johnson said, 
“will be cured by the combination of free- 
dom of routing and requiring the express 
company after a period of transition, to 
purchase transportation from the railroads 
on a car-foot mile basis at rates +o be 
fixed by an out-of-pocket cost formula.”

Part of the Foreign Freight Forwarder’s value to 
a shipper lies in his ability to visualize every step 
of the journey a shipment takes, to anticipate all 
the special problems and hazards, and to provide 
for them in advance. This becomes especially im- 
portant when the lading comes in one 100-ton 
package. 

The package in this case was a huge turbine 
generator to be delivered to a point in the Far 
East. The first problem was more or less routine 
— figuring out a rail route with sufficient clearance 
to pass the oversize shipment. 

A ship was available to take it to the Far East 
but when the Forwarder learned the ship lacked 
derrick capacity to handle such weight, he ar- 
ranged for the generator to be rolled onto the 
center track of a three-track car float, brought it

Overall tonnage at the Port of New Or- 
leans is up 8% for the first six months of 
1959 over the same period last year. Overall 
tonnage for June, 1959 was 3% higher than 
last June’s tonnage. The Port said that 
New Orleans continues to reflect the na- 
tional pattern in general cargo, in which 
imports are increasing as the U. S. economy 
booms once more, and exports are decreas- 
ing as lower-priced foreign goods cut into 
U. S. sales abroad. But in spite of a sharp 
drop in exports, the rise in imports has 
been so heavy for the first six months of 
this year that the port experienced only a 
6% decline in general cargo. Overall ton- 
nage—general cargo plus specific commodi- 
ties such as grain—rose from 4,416,998 tons 
in the first six months of 1958 to 4,749,656 
tons in the comparable period this year.

The first half of 1959 saw 473,641 tons of 
cargo move through warehouses of the three 
Portland Public Docks’ terminals, operated 
by the Commission of Public Decks, Port- 
land, Ore., according to Captain Homer T. 
Shaver, chairman of the Commission. Cap-

The world’s first dock- 
side supertanker terminal large enough to 
handle ships up to 75,000 tons was opened 
recently by Port of Los Angeles and Union 
Oil Company of California officials. Built 
at a cost of $4 million by the Los Angeles 
Harbor Department, the terminal will be 
operated by Union Oil under a 30-year 
preferential assignment. The agreement 
stipulates that any oil company bringing 
supertankers into the municipal port may 
use the new terminal. Southern Cali- 
fornia’s first marine grain terminal will go 
into operation about December 1 at Los An- 
geles Harbor, it was announced by Bernard 
J. Caughlin, the municipal port's general 
manager. Large shipments of wheat, bar- 
ley, milo, alfalfa pellets and other grains 
from all over the southwestern part of the 
United States, from as far inland as Kansas, 
will pour through the $410,000 facility, he 
predicted. The exports will go mainly to 
India and Japan, with some shipments to 
Hawaii. Imports will consist mostly of 
copra meal and copra cake from the Philip- 
pines. The equipment will be geared to

BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 
OUTLOOK—1959 REVISED 
A mid-year review of developments in 
United States international transactions by 
the NFTC Balance of Payments Group now 


indicates that commercial exports in 1959 
will run about $15.9 billion or slightly be- 
low the 1958 level. The revised estimate 
for commercial exports reflects the experi- 
ence of the first half of this year when 
shipments of some $7.8 billion were re- 
corded. Contrary to the January expecta- 
tions of the Group, exports so far have 
failed to show any material recovery from 
the 1958 decline. Although the Group was 


unable to detect any immediate signs point- 
ing toward a sharp improvement in exports 


during the second half, it was felt that 
there were several favorable factors, in- 
cluding better business conditions in many 
countries abroad, which should contribute 


to a somewhat higher level of exports dur- 


ing the second half of this year 

With respect to commercial imports, the 
Group concluded that the prospect now 
is for $15 billion of goods to enter the 
United States during 1959. This total al-

NEW SPANISH EXCHANGE RATE 
AND STABILIZATION PROGRAM 


On July 18th the Spanish Government 
and the International Monetary Fund an- 
nounced that agreement had been reached 
to establish a par value for the Spanish 
peseta of 60.0000 pesetas per U. S. dollar 
This step followed several months of re- 
current reports and rumors of impending 
action by Spain to unify the foreign ex- 
change structure and devalue the peseta 
from the previous official rate of about 42 
pesetas to the dollar. 


PROJECTED NEGOTIATIONS FOR 
MODIFICATION OF CUBAN TRADE 


Plans for negotiations involving revision 
of trade agreement concessions by Cuba 
to the United States and other countries 
under the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) have been announced 
by the interdepartmental Committee for 
Reciprocity Information (CRI). Under 
GATT a member nation may, under speci- 
fied conditions, withdraw or modify its 
tarif€ concessions to other participating 
countries provided it undertakes negotia- 
tions looking to the grant of compensating 
concessions. In the event of failure to 
agree on compensating concessions, the 
countries adversely affected may withdraw 
or make upward adjustment of concessions 
initially negotiated with the country un- 
dertaking a revision of its trade agreement 
concessions. Cuba has revised the nomen- 
clature and rates of its customs tariff and. 
early in 1958, it put into effect the new 
nomenclature and rates of duty with re 
spect to imports from countries with which 
it, does not have trade agreements or com 
mercial arrangements. The Cuban Govern- 
ment announced at that time that it would 
continue in effect the old nomenclature and 
tariff rates for imports from countries to 
which it had extended tariff concessions 
pending the renegotiation of such conces-

REPORT ON THE CHICAGO 
INTERNATIONAL TRADE FAIR 
Through the courtesy of the Chicago As- 

sociation of Commerce and Industry, the 
National Council of American Importers 


participated in the Chicago International 
Trade Fair, held from July 3 to 18, and 
also in the Chicago World Marketing Con- 


ference, held July 13 to 15. 

The Fair attracted a surprising number 
of small businessmen from the upper Mis- 
sissippi Valley and the Great Lakes area. 
In this general area which hitherto had 
been believed as leaning more to protec- 
tionism than to liberal trade ideals, I [N. C 


Gueccione, Secretaary] found the Midwest 
to be demonstratively enthusiastic about 
two-way world trade. I was most im 


pressed with the interest shown in imports 
and with the realization on the part of the 
public that “world peace through world 
trade,” which was the theme of the Fair, 
is a precious maxim in these tumultuous 
days of tension. 

The National Council had a_ spacious 
booth at the Fair containing an interesting 
educational import exhibit consisting of 


three panels, each holding a map of the 
world and shelves on which were placed 
specimens of many products—raw mate- 


rials, consumer goods and foodstuffs—that 
are imported by our members from differ- 
ent parts of the world. Booklets about the 
Council, sample bulletins and publicity ma- 
terial were distributed. 

I feel that my mission on behalf of your 
Council was worthwhile. With the open- 
ing of the St. Lawrence Seaway and the 
admirable efforts on the part of association 
and industry officials in Chicago, an expan- 
sion of world trade in the Midwest is in- 
evitable. Importers would do well, there- 
fore, to look into the future of that market. 


GENERAL DEVELOPMENTS 


SCHEDULE A—The Bureau of the Cen- 
sus is revising “Schedule A—Statistical 


Classification of Commodities Imported into 


the United States.” As revised, Schedule A 
will become effective January 1, 1960. In 
this revision, Census proposes to combine 


about 930 existing classifications into about 


260 new designations. This would reduce 
the approximately 5000 classifications now 
in Schedule A by about 570 items. The 


Bureau states that these proposals are be- 
ing made in an effort to keep at minimum 
levels the reporting burden on importers, 
and the Government cost of compiling im- 
port statistics. 


TRADE MARKS—During the current ses- 
sion of the 86th Congress, a number of bills 
have been introduced which are of interest 
to those who import trademarked articles 
The most important is H.R. 7234, intro- 
duced by Representative Emanuel Celle 
(D.—N.Y.), and referred to the Committee 
on the Judiciary, of which Mr. Celler is 
chairman. Its main provisions are the re- 
peal of section 526 of the Tariff Act of 
1930, and the weakening, from the point of 
view of trademark owners, of the provi 
sions of section 42 of the Trademark Act 
of 1946. If H.R. 7234 is enacted into law, 
it would mean, in effect, that exclusive im 
porters of trademarked articles will no 
longer be able to prevent any other im 
porter, or tourist, from entering the same 
trademarked articles into the United States 
Up to the present time, the Judiciary Com- 
mittee has not taken any action on this 
bill. Because of the interest it has aroused, 
however, it is expected that extensive pub- 
lic hearings will be held on it. It is re 
ported that H.R. 7234 has been introduced 
at the request of the Administration. 

Another bill, S. 542, introduced by Sena- 
tor Jacob K. Javits (R.—N.Y.), would per- 
mit the importation of a trademarked arti- 
cle, without the consent of the owner of 
the trademark, when such article is for 
the personal use of the person importing 
it.

Mr. Mercer, the CBFAA President, will be Chairman of the delegation. The F.1LA.T.A. 
Congress will take up matters of an international nature concerning foreign freight 
forwarders and customhouse brokers throughout the world, and it is hoped that as a 
result, there will be closer coordination and cooperation in this field, to the ultimate end 
of affording more efficient and expeditious service to both importers and exporters. 


FORWARDER LEGISLATION 

Since our last report, the Merchant Marine and Fisheries Committee has passed 
H.R. 5068 and reported it to the House which passed the bill on August 17th. This bill 
and the report which accompanies it is a far cry from the original industry bill, but 
because it does definitely legalize the payment of brokerage at 14%, and because it does 
state that the various listed services are services to a carrier (both of which premises 
have so far been denied by the Federal Maritime Board) it is a long step forward for our 
industry. 

Under this bill, the forwarder, in order to earn brokerage, must solicit and secure the 
cargo and perform one of the other five listed services, and certify that he has done so 
In the Committee report accompanying the bill, “solicit and secure” is defined as follows 

“When such services have been performed and certification has been made to the 
earrier, then the carrier is obligated to pay to the forwarder 1% percent of the 
freight rate charged for the cargo so secured. It is not intended in order for the 
forwarder to qualify under the solicit and secure clause that he be specifically 
designated as agent of the carrier. Where the forwarder has solicited and obtained 
export freight from a shipper which is thereafter turned over to a carrier, it is 
the view of the committee that the forwarder has ‘solicited and secured’ the 
cargo within the meaning of this bill. This 1% percent has, down through the 
years, been accepted as adequate compensation for this type of brokerage. 

“The forwarder, after having solicited and secured cargo, plus performing one 

other of the services set out above for said carrier, and certifying that he has so 

done, is entitled to 1% percent of the freight charges for the transport of the 
cargo so secured by the forwarder.” 

The bill gives to the Federal Maritime Board authority to issue reasonable rules and 
regulations, including maximum brokerage fees. As stated, the bill is not the industry 
bill, but because it definitely refutes the arguments of the F.M.B. against the payment 
of brokerage, the Industry Committee has decided to press to have the Senate Interstate 
and Foreign Commerce Committee accept it and have it passed by the Senate. In this 
manner, there is hope for enactment at this session, possibly without further hearings. 
To press for the Industry Senate Bill S. 2300 would invite controversy and lengthy hear- 
nes which could not possibly be completed at this session. 

Your Washington Committee, having completed its work in the House, is continuing 
its regular trips to Washington, transferring its activity to the Senate, and has already 
had considerable success in obtaining support from Senators in and out of the Committee 
on Interstate and Foreign Commerce. It is also hoped that the Senate Committee report 
may further clarify the forwarder’s position. 

You can help but you must act quickly. The target date for adjournment is now 
September 15th. Wire your Senators NOW, urging them to support H. R. 6068 as the only 
hope for continuance of your business. All members of your Industry Committee are 
working at full capacity, but they cannot do it all alone. Remember it is your business 
which is at stake, and it is up to yeu to put your shoulder to the wheel. Please send 
copies of your wires, and any replies, to the Executive Secretary, so that they may be 
included in our records.

1860 VISITOR HOSPITALITY COMMITTEE NAMED 


The U. S. Department of Commerce today announced the Fees Aca: of a seven-man 
Hospitality Committee of top U. 8S. business and civic leaders to spur a nation-wide 
hospitality program for foreign visitors in 1960. The Committee will function as a sub- 
committee of the VISIT USA 1960 Committee named by the Secretary of Commerce last 
spring to coordinate Government and private organization activities in carrying out 
President Eisenhower's invitation to world neighbors to visit the United States next year. 
Philip M. Talbott, Chairman of the VISIT USA 1960 Committee, and prominent in Wash- 
ington business circles, said the new subcommittee will study and make recommendations 
on the type and scope of the hospitality program which should be undertaken in the 
visit USA year. In developing its recommendations the Committee will consider how 
local chambers of commerce, business and labor organizations, educational and civic 
groups, and port and municipal authorities can mobilize and supplement existing facilities 
to welcome, assist, and entertain foreign visitors. 


GRACE ASKS BIDS ON THREE COMBINATION SHIPS 


Invitations to bid on the construction of three combination cargo/passenger-container 
vessels have been requested by the Grace Line Inc. with approval of the Federal Maritime 
Board, it was announced today by Clarence G. Morse, Chairman of the Board, and Maritime 
Administrator, U. S. Department of Commerce. The ships are to be built for service from 
the U. S. East Coast to the West Coast of South America on U. S. Essential Foreign 
Trade Route No. 2. The ships are planned as the first step in the company’s agreement 
with the Federal Maritime Board to replace vessels now operating on Trade Route 2. A 
construction-differential subsidy will be granted on the vessels, with the Government 
paying the difference between cost of building the ships in a U. S. shipyard and the lower 
estimated cost of building comparable ships in a representative foreign yard.

Committee on June 18, 1959, in which this matter was discussed, and at which time it was 
suggested that this Association put itself on record with the Bureau as to the nature of 
the relationship between customhouse broker and customs attorneys. 

“In order that you may fully understand the past relationship between customhouse 
brokers and customs attorneys, we are quoting herewith an extract from a document 
prepared by the Customs Bar Association in 1938, dealing with this subject:— 

‘The customhouse broker is not a casual and irresponsible lay actor, but is a 

semi-official and responsible agent of the importer and exporter, licensed by a 

federal license and held to a knowledge of customs law and procedure and to a 

fitness to render proper and efficient service to the public in his legal capacity. 

He conducts an essential service, sanctioned by law, which is as important to the 

orderly administration of the customs as to the public. The moderate fees which 

he receives for routine services, such as entry and clearance of merchandise, etc., 

are inadequate compensation if he fulfills his more important obligation to assist 

in protecting his client against illegal customs exactions, which service may be 

more valuable than his routine services to his clients. The customhouse brokerage 

business has grown up, depending, in substantial part, upon its participation in 
the compensation paid for prosecuting claims.’ 

“This document which we refer to contained proposed rules of court, to govern the 
relations between customs attorneys and customhouse brokers, and was presented to the 
Customs Court by the Customs Bar Association with the approval of the Executive 
Committee of the Association of the Bar of the City of New York. It is our under- 
standing, however, that the Customs Court never did take any action to establish or 
implement any rules governing the relationship between customhouse brokers and customs 
attorneys. 

“You are of course aware of the fact that a customhouse broker, in order to obtain a 
license, is called upon to demonstrate his knowledge of Customs Law and procedure. 
You are also aware that customhouse brokers handle many matters involving Customs 
Law administratively before Collectors and before the Bureau, and indeed, on many 
yccasions, are successful in obtaining substantial benefits for their clients without the 
issistance of any attorney. Generally speaking, it is only after the broker has exhausted 
his efforts administratively, that he then recommends that his client engage legal counsel, 
since the broker is not authorized to appear in Court. When this occurs, the broker has 
already done substantial work in the preparation of the case to be presented to the 
Court, and this work is admittedly of tremendous assistance to the attorney who 
eventually prosecutes the claim. 

“While we can readily understand that the present regulation, above referred to, may 
be defective to some extent from a strictly ethical viewpoint of the Bar, we do not feel 
that any change in this regulation should be made which might in any way whatever 
curtail or infringe upon the present rights and privileges of the broker in the handling 
of customs problems with the Government on behalf of the broker’s clients. 

“Should the Bureau determine that it wishes to make an amendment to the present 
regulation, we would greatly appreciate the opportunity of commenting and being heard 
prior to such change being made effective.”

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—CUSTOMHOUSE BROKERS 

Section 31.10(¢c) of the Customs Regulations prohibits the employment by a custom- 
house broker of a person whose application for a license as a customhouse broker has 
been denied for a cause involving moral turpitude. In view of the degree of responsi- 
bility for the acts or omissions of its employees imposed on customhouse brokers by 
section 31.8¢d) of the regulations, it is deemed advisable to eliminate this prohibition. 
To accomplish this purpose, the Customs Regulations are amended as set forth below:

Section 31.10(¢) is amended to read: 

(c) No customhouse broker shall knowingly and directly or indirectly (1) accept 
employment to effect a customs transaction as associate, correspondent, officer, 
employee, agent, or subagent from any person whose license as a customhouse 
broker shall have been revoked for any cause, or whose license is under suspension, 
or who is notoriously disreputable, or (2) assist the furtherance of any customs 
business or transaction of such person, or (3) employ, or accept such assistance 
from, any such person, or (4) share fees with any such person, or (5) permit any 
such person directly or indirectly to participate, whether through ownership or other- 
wise, in the promotion, control, or direction of the business of the broker: Provided, 
That nothing herein shall be deemed to prohibit any customhouse broker from acting 
as a customhouse broker for any bona fide importer or exporter, notwithstanding such 
importer or exporter may have had his license as a customhouse broker revoked or 
suspended, or may be disreputable. 

Notice of proposed rule making was published in the Federal Register of May 2, 
1959 (24 F.R. 3535). No data, views, or arguments relating thereto have been received 
and the amendment is hereby adopted. This order, which is deemed to be one relieving 
re eee within the meaning of section 4 of the Administrative Procedure Act (5 U.S.C.

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—REFUNDS OF CERTAIN ALCOHOL 
AND TOBACCO TAXES 

On March 18, 1959, notice of proposed rule making was published in the Federal 
Register (24 F.R. 1987) with respect to excess deposits of internal-revenue tax occurring 
for various reasons which may be refunded by collectors of customs upon liquidation 
or reliquidation in harmony with section 6423, Internal Revenue Code of 1954 (26 U.S.C. 
6423), and Treasury Department Order No. 165-2, Amendment 1, T.D. 54803 (24 F.R. 1991) 
No data, views, or arguments pertaining thereto were received. 

To specify the types of cases to which section 6423, supra, is not deemed applicable, 
and for which the authority of collectors of customs to make refunds is retained under 
Treasury Department Order No. 165-2, dated October 29, 1953, T.D. 53368 (18 F.R. 7177), 
as amended, and to set forth procedures to be followed in cases which are not excepted 
from the application of section 6423, the amendment of section 24.36 of the Customs 
Regulations as proposed in the notice is hereby adopted, as set forth below: 

Page 1550 
Section 24.36 of the Customs Regulations is amended as follows: 

A new paragraph (d) is added to read: 

(d) The authority of collectors of customs to make refunds pursuant to para- 
graphs (a), (b), and (c) of this section of excessive deposits of alcohol or tobacco 
taxes, as defined in section 6423(e)(1), Internal Revenue Code of 1954 (26 U. S.C. 
6423 (e) ( 1))," is confined to cases of the types which are excepted from the application 
of section 6423, Internal Revenue Code of 1954 (26 U. S.C. 6423). The excepted types 
of cases and, therefore, the types in which the collector of customs is authorized to 
make refunds of such taxes are those in which: 

(1) the tax was paid or collected on an article imported for the personal or house- 

hold use of the importer; 

(2) the refund is made pursuant to provisions of laws and regulations for draw- 
back; 

(3) the tax was paid or collected on an imported article withdrawn from the 
market, returned to bond, or lost or destroyed, when any law expressly pro- 
vides for refund in such case; 

(4) the tax was paid or collected on an imported article which has been lost 
where a suit or proceeding was instituted before June 15, 1957; 

(5) the refund of tax is pursuant to a claim based solely on errors of computa- 
tion of the quantity of the imported article, or on mathematical errors in 
computation of the tax due; 

(6) the tax was paid or collected on imported article seized and forfeited, or 
destroyed, as contraband; 

(7) the tax was paid or collected on an imported article refused admission to 

customs territory and exported or destroyed in accordance with section 558, 

Tariff Act of 1930, as amended; 

the refund of tax is pursuant to a reliquidation of an entry under section 

520(c)(1), Tariff Act of 1930, as amended, and does not involve a rate of 

tax applicable to an imported article; or 

(9) the tax was paid or collected on a greater quantity of imported articles than 
that actually imported and the fact of the deficiency is established to the 
collector of customs’ satisfaction before liquidation of the entry becomes final.

“(e) Meaning of Terms.—-For purposes of this section— 
(1) Alcohol or Tobacco Tax.—-The term ‘alcohol or tobacco tax’ means 
(A) any tax imposed by chapter 51 (other than part II of subchapter A, relating to occupa- 
tional taxes) or by chapter 52 or by any corresponding provision of prior internal revenue 
laws, and 





(B) in the case of any commodity of a kind subject to a tax described in subparagraph (A), 
any tax equal to any such tax, any additional tax, or any floor stocks tax.’’

The following new paragraph (e) is added: 
(e) In any instance which a refund of internal-revenue tax on important distilled 
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spirits, wines, and beer, is not of a type covered by paragraph (d) the following 
procedure shall apply: 


(1) The collector shall issue a notice of refund for duty only and shall place 
the following statement on the notice of refund issued for duty: “Claim for refund 
of any overpayment of internal-revenue tax on this entry must be executed and 
filed with the assistant regional commissioner (alcohol and tobacco tax) of the 
internal revenue region in which the claimant is located, in accordance with 
internal revenue regulations (Title 26 of the Code of Federal Regulations).” 
On request of the claimant, the collector shall issue a certified statement on cus- 
toms letterhead identifying the entry, showing the amount of internal revenue 
tax deposited with respect to each entry for which a claim on internal revenue 
Form 843 is to be made, and showing the date of issuance of the notice of refund 
of duty. 

(2) The claim shall be executed on internal revenue Form 843 (original only) 
which may be procured from offices of the Internal Revenue Service and shall be 
filed with the assistant regional commissioner (alcohol and tobacco tax) of the 
internal revenue region in which the claimant is located. The certified statement 
shall be attached to and filed in support of such claim which may include refunds 
under more than one entry but shall be limited to refunds under entries filed 
in the same customs collection district and the same interna] revenue region. 
The data to be shown on the claim shall be as prescribed in internal revenue 
regulations, with the exception that any data on the certified statement also 
required to be shown in the claim need not be restated in the claim. 

(3) The date of allowance of refund or credit in respect of such tax for the 
purposes of section 6407, Internal Revenue Code of 1954 (26 U.S.C. 6407) shall 
be the date on which a claim is perfected and the refund is authorized for 
scheduling under the applicable internal revenue regulations (72 Stat. 9; 26 
U.S.C. 6423.) 


Because the provisions of section 6423 -of the Internal Revenue Code of 1954 apply 


to certain claims for refund of internal-revenue tax filed after April 30, 1958, it is found 
that it is impracticable and contrary to the public interest to issue this Treasury decision 
subject to the effective date limitation of section 4(c) of the Administrative Procedure 
Act (5 U. S. C. 1003(c)). Accordingly, this Treasury decision shall be effective as of July

Merchandise not exceeding $250 in value, unless falling within the provisions of 
section 8.50, may be entered on a customs Form 5119 or 5119-A. The non-serially- 
numbered customs Form 5119 or 5119-A may be prepared by importers or their agents 
or by customs officers when it can be presented to a customs cashier or acting cashier 
for payment. of duties and taxes and for numbering of the entry before the merchan- 
dise is examined by a customs officer.

QUOTA ON RYE, RYE FLOUR, AND RYE MEAL 
Presidential Proclamation No. 3306 (T.D. 54914) establishes absolute import quotas 
on the quantity of rye, rye flour, and rye meal which may be entered for consumption or 
thdrawn from warehouse for consumption during specified periods. The quotas for 
each period are allocated to Canada and to other foreign countries as follows: 

(1) The total quota for the period August 5 through August 31, 1959, is 6,741,268 
pounds, of which not more than 518 pounds may be in the form of rye flour or 
rye meal; Allocation: 6,606,443 pounds to Canada; 134,825 pounds to other foreign 
countries; 

2) The total quota for the period September 1, 1959, through June 30, 1960, is 77,399.,- 

736 pounds, of which not more than 5,939 pounds may be in the form of rye flour 
or rye meal; Allocation: 75,851,741 pounds to Canada; 1,547,995 pounds to other 
foreign countries; 

The quota for the period July 1, 1960, through June 30, 1961, will be the quantity 
determined by the Secretary of the Treasury to be the equivalent of 186,000,000 
pounds less the amount, if any, by which entries during the period July 1, 1959, 
through June 30, 1960, exceed 186,000,000 pounds. The Proclamation stipulates 
that the amount so determined shall not be less than 92,879,683 pounds and that 
of the amount determined not more than 0.00806 per centum may be in the form 
of rye flour or rye meal; Allocations: 98 per centum to Canada; 2 per centum 
to other foreign countries. 

As directed in the Bureau's telegram of August 5, 1959, no rye, rye flour, or rye meal 

hall be released without Bureau authorization. Provisions shall be made at all ports for 
the opening of the quota as of noon e.s.t., or its equivalent in other time zones, on 
eptember 1, 1959 (sec. 12.50(d), Customs Regulations). 

' The total quantity in pounds, by country of production, of rye, rye flour, or rye meal, 
a. covered by entries and withdrawals for consumption presented in proper 
rm at the opening of the quota on September 1 shall be reported to the Bureau by 
egram. The time of presentation of each subsequent entry or withdrawal and the 
quantity and country of production of the merchandise involved shall also be reported by 
telegram. 

All transactions shall be reported on customs Form 3161. The above form shall also 

be followed for the control of the quota for the 12-month period beginning July 1, 1960. 
nnouncement will be made regarding quota for that period. (C/L 3084.)

CUSTOMS REGULATIONS AMENDED—DISCONTINUANCE OF NOTICES 
TO IMPORTERS OF REAPPRAISEMENT DECISIONS 


For many years, section 17.8(a) of the Customs Regulations has provided that a 
collector of customs, upon receipt from the United States Customs Court of a notice 
of a reappraisement decision, shall immediately notify the importer or his agent of any 
advance over entered value. This provision of the regulations for the giving of notice 
by a collector of customs is a successor to regulatory provisions in effect when by law 
an importer had but two official days in which to file notice of dissatisfaction with a 
reappraisement decision. Today, simultaneously with the mailing of the notice to a 
collector of customs the Customs Court mails a notice directly to the importer of its 
decision. The importer has 30 days from the date of the filing of the notice with the 
collector within which to file with the collector of customs an application for review 
of the court’s decision. 

During that 30-day period, the invoices and related papers are retained by the 
Customs Court so that they_are available to the court in the event an application for 
review of its decision is filed. Consequently, without such documents, the collector of 
customs is most often unable to determine whether the decision of the Customs Court 
affects the imported merchandise involved by advancing the value over the entered 
vaive. As a result, the collector is unable to give immediate notice of an importer about 
an advance of value pursuant to the court’s decision. It is deemed advisable, therefore, 
to discontinue the regulatory provision that the collector of customs shall give such 
notice.

MARKING OF THE NAME OF THE COUNTRY OF ORIGIN ON TUBE 
AND PIPE CUTTERS 

An examination of a tube and pipe cutter discloses that it is marked with the name of 
the country of origin by means of die stamping on the handle in such small letters and 
at a location that the marking is not considered as legible and conspicuous as required. 
The cutter has the indicia “HANCOCK MFG. INC.” in raised letters approximately 3/16th 
of an inch high on one side of the main body of the cutter. Subject to the exceptions from 
marking provided for in section 304 (a) (3) of the act, as amended, tube and pipe cutters 
shall not be released unless the marking of the name of the country of origin legibly and 
conspicuously appears on the side of the main body. (C/L 3083)

FLEXIBLE WIRE COMBS—TARIFF CLASSIFICATION 

The Bureau of Customs published a notice in the Federal Register dated June 19, 1959, 
that there was under review the practice of classifying certain flexible wire combs con- 
sisting of a zigzag arrangement of flexible steel wire forming the teeth, slightly under 
1% inches in height, stretched and inserted in the hair, imported in various individual 
sizes, soldered at both ends, either unpainted or painted in hair shades under paragraph 
1527(d), Tariff Act of 1930, as materials of metal suitable for use in the manufacture of 
articles provided for in paragraph 1527 (a), (b), or (c), dutiable at the rate of 40 percent 
ad valorem under that paragraph, as modified. In view of the fact that these articles at 
the time of importation are ready for use as combs, the Bureau by its letter to the collector 
of customs at New York, New York, dated ---- ruled that these articles when valued over 
20 cents per dozen are classifiable under paragraph 1527(c) as metal articles designed 
to be worn on the person, finished or unfinished, and dutiable at the reduced rate of 55 
percent ad valorem if valued over 20 cents but not over $5 per dozen pieces, or at the 
reduced rate of 35 percent ad valorem if valued at over $5 per dozen pieces. If they are 
valued not over 20 cents per dozen pieces they are classifiable under paragraph 397 as 
articles, manufactured, not specially provided for, in chief value of steel, and dutiable at 
the rate of 19 percent ad valorem under that paragraph, as modified. 

Insofar as this ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has 
heretofore been assessed under a uniform and established practice, it shall be applied to 
such or similar merchandise only when entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for con- 
sumption after 90 days after the date of publication of an abstract in Treasury Decisions. 


COLUMBIUM CONCENTRATES—PROPOSED TARIFF CLASSIFICATION 
lt appears that certain so-called columbium concentrates obtained by subjecting raw 
ore to crushing, grinding, tabling, floation, and magnetic separation and treating the 
resultant product by leaching with nitric acid are properly classifiable under paragraph 
214, Tariff Act of 1930, as an earthy or mineral substance, partly manufactured, not 
specially provided for, not decorated, in any manner, and dutiable at the rate of 15 percent 
ad valorem under that paragraph, as modified. 

Pursuant to § 16.10a(d) of the Customs Regulations (19 CFR 16.10a(d) ), notice is 
hereby given that the existing practice of classifying this merchandise free of duty under 
paragraph 1719 as minerals, crude or not advanced in condition or value by grinding, re- 
fining, or other process of manufacture, not specially provided for, is under review in the 
sureau.,. 

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views, or arguments pertaining to 
the correct dutiable status of this merchandise which are submitted to the Bureau of 
Customs, Washington 25, D.C., in writing. To assure consideration, such communications 
met Se lamsees in the Bureau not later than 30 days from August 1, 1959. No hearings 
wi e 1eéid, 

ALUMINUM FOIL FROM U.K.—ANTIDUMPING 

A complaint was received that aluminum foil from the United Kingdom was being 
sold in oa United States at less than fair value within the meaning of the Antidumping 
Act of 1921. 

I hereby determine that aluminum foil from the United Kingdom is not being, nor is 
likely to be, sold at less than fair value within the meaning of section 210(a) of the Anti- 
dumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(a)). 

Sintement of reasons: Aluminum foil identical or similar to that exported to the 
United States is sold in the home market. Accordingly, for the purpose of fair value com- 
parison, puchase price was compared with home market price. In calculating home market 
price, appropriate adjustments were made for cost differences due to quality, quantity 
discount, and for circumstances of sale peculiar in the home market but not involved in 
export sales to the United States. Allowance was also made for the difference in the 
amount of commission paid on sales for export to the United States and on sales in the 
home market. 

It was found that purchase price was not less than home market price, except as to 
certain narrower widths of capacitor foil and as to certain sales of converter foil. How- 
ever, the quantities involved in those sales and the margin of difference between the 
purchase price and home market price are not more than insignificant. The manufacturer 
has since adjusted his prices to the United States upward to eliminate any margin of 
difference, There have been no sales since the price revision in which the purchase price 
was less than the home market price. 

This determination and the statement of reasons therefore are published pursuant 
tu section 201(c) of the Antidumping Act, 1921, as amended (19 U.S.C. 160(c)).

PINK BEADS—CHANGE OF TARIFF CLASSIFICATION 

The Bureau of Customs published a notice in the Federal Register dated May 27, 1959, 
that there was under review the practice of classifying certain pink beads similar in color 
and texture to a type of pink coral known as “angel skin” as beads, not specially provided 
for, under paragraph 1503, Tariff Act of 1930, dutiable at the rate of 15 percent ad valorem 
under that paragraph, as modified. Evidence presented to the Bureau shows that these 
beads are in imitation of a type of pink coral. Accordingly, the Bureau by its letter to the 
collector of customs at New York, New York, dated July 31, 1959, ruled that these articles 
are properly classifiable under paragraph 1503 as beads in imitation of precious or semi- 
precious stones, dutiable at the rate of 19 percent ad valorem under that paragraph, as 
modified. 

As this ruling will result in the assessment of duty at a higher rate than has hereto- 
fore been assessed under a uniform and established practice, it shall be applied to such 
or similar merchandise only when entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for consumption 
after 90 days after the date of publication of an abstract of this decision in the weekly 
Treasury Decisions.

Rattan 
wall mat, a flat rattan article, hexagonally shaped, with a %-inch rim apparently made 
of bamboo, is classifiable under the provision for articles, n.s.p.f., wholly or partly manu- 
factured of rattan, in par. 409. [T.D. 54885(2).] 

Berets, knit, wool, having a cylindrical shaped article of the same material approxi- 
mately one inch long affixed to the center of the crown which serves the utilitarian pur- 
pose of covering the imperfection caused by the seaming, classifiable as knit berets, wholly 
or in e.v. of wool, n.s.pf., under par. 1114(a), rather than as articles in part of ornaments 
under par. 1529(a). [T.D. 54895(2).] 

Books.—‘“Soncino Books of the Bible,” each volume containing one or more books of 
the Old Testament of the Bible with Hebrew text, English translation, and verse by verse 
commentary in English, the greater portion of each volume consisting of the commentary, 
ind no single volume containing all of the books of the Old Testament, classifiable as 
books of bona fide foreign authorship under par. 1410, rather than as Bibles under par.

Bottle, glass, called a 57 cm. optic bottle, with a large stopper, having bubbles, seeds, 
and cores characteristic of “bubble glass,” hand made, classifiable under par. 218(f), as 
articles commercially known as bubble glass and produced otherwise than by automatic 
machine, not cut or engraved.

Box, cigarette; smoker’s article; consisting of a cigarette box approximately 5% inches 
by 3% inches in size and 2% inches deep, made of clear plastic, glass, and metal, having a 
glass mirror set in the inside bottom of the box, and having a musical movement under- 
neath the mirror which plays when the cover of the box is lifted, classifiable as a smoker's 
irticle, n.s.p.f., under par.

Boxes, jewelry display, plastic, covered or lined.—Jewelry display boxes in c.v. of 
plastic containing a filler are classifiable under the provision for manufactures in c.v. of 
any product of which a synthetic resin is the chief binding agent, in par. 1539(b). If the 
display boxes are in c.v. of synthetic resin containing no filler material and are covered or 
lined with paper, or with non-vegetable or vegetable fiber material, or if not covered or 
lined at all, they would be dutiable at the rate applicable to boxes of paper or wood cov- 
ered or lined with cotton or other vegetable fiber under par. 1405. [T.D. 54885(3).] 

Brush, clothes, fitted with metal nail file and metal shoe horn, not treated as entireties. 

Clothes brush is classifiable as a brush, n.s.p.f., under par. 1506. Nail file classifiable as 
nail file under par. 354. Shoe horn classifiable as a household utensil, n.s.p.f.., composed 
wholly or in c.v. of base metal under par. 339. [T.D. 54895(5).] 

Brush, hair dye, resembling a paint brush, with cellulose acetate handle and nylon 
bristles forming a single row of seven tufts % inch in length, is classifiable under the 
provision in par. 1506 for toilet brushes with handles wholly or im c.v. of a product pro- 
vided for in par. 31. [T.D. 54885(4).] 

Bucket, ice. Tong. Tariff entities. Entireties.—Ice bucket measuring approximately 
8% inches high and 7% inches in diameter, interior composed of aluminum, exterior of 
wood, with handles and trim of brass and tong composed of brass and wood, classifiable 
according to component material of c.v., if in c.v. of wood, bucket and tong classifiable as 
manufactures in c.v. of wood, n.s.p.f., under par. 412; if in c.v. of brass, bucket and tong 
classifiable as household utensils in c.v. of brass under par. 339; if in c.v. of aluminum, 
bucket would be classifiable as a household utensil, in c.v. of aluminum under par. 339.

Chocolate bars; paper labels.—Chocolate bars consisting of milk chocolate or semi- 
sweet chocolate are classifiable under the provision for sweetened chocolate in any form, 
other than bars or blocks, weighing 10 potunds or more each, whether or not prepared, 
under par. 777(b). Chocolate bars made of milk fruit and nut chocolate or whole nut 
milk chocolate are classifiable under the provision for sugar candy and all confectionery 
n.s.p.f., in par. 506. Internal Revenue Code, 1954 is applicable to products in c.v. of sugar. 
Paper labels measuring 5% by 3% inches having gold letter printing by letterpress and 
lithographic processes on different colored paper are classifiable as labels lithographically 
printed in part, over 10 square inches cutting size in dimensions, neither embossed nor 
die-cut, not printed in whole or in part in metal leaf, but printed in less than eight colors, 
under par. 1406. [T.D. 54895(7).] 

Christmas tree balls, plastic; flat shape Christmas ornaments.—Christmas tree balls, 
solid and round, with a metal hook for hanging, and made of a foamed synthetic resin 
(polystyrene type) containing no filler material, are dutiable at the rate applicable to 
blown glass Christmas tree ornaments under par. 218(f). Flat Christmas decorative

comb, classifiable as animal clippers and blades therefor, finished or unfinished, under par.

Clothes brush sets, leather. Combination articles.—Leather clothes brush sets de- 
signed as containers for manicure implements, sewing, and toilet articles, and the con- 
tainer part being in c.v. of the leather, are classifiable as cases or containers in c.v. of 
leather permanently fitted with manicure, sewing, or similar sets under par. 1531. [T.D.

Osleus containing chromium.—Chrome yellow and chrome green, in shades of light, 
medium, and dark, if not containing titanium and if dry, in pulp, or ground in or mixed 
with oil or water, are classifiable as colors containing chromium under par.

Cover, axe, stiff leather, open on three sides, one of which has a flap with a snap 
fastener, classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of leather, n.s.p.f., under par. 1531. [T.D. 
54878(5).] 

Cup (eandy-filled) and saucer, miniature size, for children, consisting of a candy-filled 
cup of vitrified ware approximately 1% inches in diameter at the top with a matching 
saucer of the same material about 2% inches in diameter, classifiable as vitrified ware, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 212. The candy is classifiable as sugar candy and all confectionery, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 506. The appraised value of the candy under section 402 of the tariff 
act includes the cost of the separately dutiable cup which is considered an unusual con- 
tainer within the meaning of section 504. [T.D. 54895(10).] 

Desks, school, having steel frames, plastic seats and desk boxes, and wood (Feberesin) 
desk tops, the steel frames comprising the component material of c.v., if imported set up 
as a complete unit, in a knocked-down condition merely requiring assembly, or assembled 
except for desk tops to be provided in the United States, are classifiable as manufactured 
irticles, n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of steel, under par.

397; and plastic seat backs and desk boxes 
consisting of resin, sisal, crushed walnut shells, and coloring, as manufactures wholly or 
in «.v. of any product of which any synthetic resin or resin-like product is the chief bind- 
ing agent, under par. 1539(b). [T.D. 54878(6).] 

D, L-penicillamine, an amino acid, if of coal tar derivation, ready in its condition as 
imported for administration as a medicinal, except for dilution or addition of a carrier, 
and so chiefly used in the United States, is classifiable as a coal tar medicinal under par. 
28(a); otherwise it is classifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5) as a product by whatever name 
known, obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from products provided for 
in par. 27 or 1651. D, L-penicillamine obtained, derived, or manufactured wholly from 
products not provided for in par. 27 and 1651, if in its condition as imported ready for 
administration as a medicinal, except for dilution or addition of a carrier and so chiefly 
used in the United States, is classifiable as a medicinal preparation, n.s.p.f., under par. 5, 
but if not ready for administration or if chiefly used for other than medicinal purposes 
it is classifiable as an acid, n.s.p.f., under par. 1. [T.D. 54885(7).] 

Direction finders for vessels consisting largely of radio communication devices classi- 
fiable as radio apparatus under par. 353. [T.D. 54891(5).] 

Dropper bottle; corkscrew; substitute plastic cap. Combination articles. Entireties. 
A dropper bottle consisting of a small corked glass dropper bottle, a steel corkscrew, and 
a Plastic substitute cap to which is attached the rubber and glass parts of the dropper, 
classifiable as follows: the small glass bottle and cork, as a bottle, n.s.p.f., unfilled, and 
holding under 4 pint, under par. 217; the corkscrew as a manufactured article, n.s.p.f., 
wholly or in c.v. of steel, under par. 397; the glass dropper, rubber bulb, and substitute 
plastic cap (as an entirety) as manufactures of glass, not specially provided for, under 
par. 230(d), if in c.v. of glass, or, if in c.v. of rubber, as manufactures of rubber, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 1537(b), or, if in c.v. of the plastic substitute cap (and the cap is of polystyrene 
and contains no filler material) by similitude (paragraph 1559(a)) at the rate applicable 
to manufactured articles, n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of steel under par. 397. [T.D. 54878(7).] 
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Ephedrine alkaloid, ephedrine hydrochloride, and ephedrine sulfate, when obtained 
or derived from the Chinese herb ma huang, are classifiable as medicinal preparations, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 5, but when obtained or derived from a product provided for in par. 27 
or 1651, they are classifiable as coal tar medicinals under par. 28(a). [T.D. 54885(8).] 

Ethaverine hydrochloride, sodium perborate, scopolamine alkaloid and salts, and 
thiamine hydrochloride.—Ethaverine hydrochloride in its condition as imported ready for 
administration, except for dilution or addition of a carrier, and so chiefly used in the 
United States is classifiable as a coal tar medicinal under par. 28(a); otherwise it is clas- 
sifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5) as a product by whatever name known, obtained, derived, 
or manufactured in whole or in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. 
Sodium perborate in its condition as imported ready for administration as a medicinal 
except for dilution or addition of a carrier and so chiefly used in the United States is 
classifiable as a medicinal preparation, n.s.p.f., under par. 5; otherwise it is classifiable as 
a chemical compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Scopolamine alkaloid is classifiable as a 
natural and uncompounded drug of vegetable origin, not edible, n.s.p.f., advanced in con- 
dition or value, under par. 34. Scopolamine hydrobromide is classifiable as a bromine com- 
pound, not specially provided for, under par. 45. Scopolamine camphorate is classifiable as 
a medicinal preparation, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Scopolamine hydrochloride in its condition 
as imported ready for administration as a medicinal except for dilution or addition of a 
earrier and so chiefly used in the United States is classifiable as a medicinal preparation, 
n.s.p.f., under par. 5; otherwise, it is classifiable as a chemical compound, n.s.p.f. under par. 
5. Thiamine hydrochloride is classifiable as a vitamin medicinal preparation, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 5. [T.D. 54891(6).] 

Fishing creels, rattan, whether unbound or leather bound, are classifiable under the 
provision for fishing baskets or creels, finished or unfinished, n.s.p.f., in par. 1535. [T.D. 
54895(11).] 

Flour, feed, a combination of flour, shorts, and middlings, obtained as a by-product in 
the milling of wheat, having an ash content exceeding 1%, is classifiable as a by-product 
feed obtained in milling wheat under par. 730. [T.D. 54895(12).] 

Form ties of steel, approximately 12% inches by 13/16 inch, notched and slotted, used 
to hold formwork in position during the pouring and setting of cement classifiable as 
articles, n.s.p.f., manufactured, in c.v. of steel, under par. 397. [T.D. 54885(10).] 

Footwear, plastic; similitude; soles wholly or in chief value of substitutes for rubber; 
American selling price._-A sneaker-type shoe having a composition rubber sole and an 
upper with an outer surface of vinyl sheeting with an inner surface of loosely woven 
cotton fabric not substantial enough to form the upper of the footwear itself, in c.v. of 
a synthetic resin without a filler, is classifiable by similitude in use (par. 1559(a)) at 
the rate applicable to footwear the uppers of which are in c.v. of cotton with soles in 
c.v. of india rubber or substitutes for rubber, under par. 1530(e). Such footwear, however, 
is not dutiable based on the American selling price as provided for in T.D. 46158. The 
sume principle applies whether the “plastic” footwear is dutiable at the rates under 
par. 1530(e) or 1537(b). If the shoe is in c.v. of a vinyl synthetic resin product containing 
filler material, it is classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of any product of which any 
synthetic resin or resin-like substance is the chief binding agent, under par. 1539(b). 

Other footwear having the appearance of a conventional four-eyelet, laced, tennis 
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oxford, with a cotton canvas upper, made by the vulcanization process with a side foxing 
of rubber extending to the bottom of the outer sole which is composed of a polymerized 
styrene material, the styrene resin comprising over 50% of the value of the whole sole, 
no evidence being of record to controvert the claims that the component material of c.v. 
is not used in place of natural rubber but is, on the contrary, being used because of its 
own characteristics and “in its own right”, is classifiable as footwear, the uppers of 
which are wholly or in c.v. of cotton, with soles wholly or in c.v, of materials other than 
india rubber, leather or substitutes for rubber, under par. 1530(e). The question is not 
whether the sole as a sole is or is not a substitute for a sole of india (natural) rubber, 
but whether the component material of c.v. of the sole is being used in place of india 
(natural) rubber. [T.D. 54885(9).] 

Furnace, hearth, shaker; oil quench; generator, atmosphere, endothermic.—Shaker 
hearth furnace installation consisting of a furnace, oil quench, and an endothermic 
atmosphere generator used in the hardening of small components of high carbon content, 
such as pen nibs, needles, pins, ete., are separately classifiable: the furnace under the 
provision for electric furnaces in par. 353, and the oil quench and generator as articles 
having as an essential feature an electrical element or device under par. 353. [T.D. 
54885(11).] J 

Float, fishing, consisting of an oval float with a rod having a light in the tip project- 
ing from the top of the float, for use with rod and reel, classifiable under par. 1535, n.s.p.f. 
1 .D. 54878(8).] 

Furnaces; ovens; heaters; waterbaths; incubators; platinum micro-analysis equipment; 
thermocouples; glass or fused quartz equipment. Electrically heated furnaces, ovens, 
heaters, waterbaths, incubators, platinum micro-analysis equipment and thermocouples, 
in e.v. of metal and chiefly used in laboratories, are classifiable under the provision for 
laboratory apparatus, n.s.p.f., in par. 360. If other than laboratory apparatus they are 
classifiable under par. 353, as articles having as an essential feature an electrical element 
or device if a drying cabinet; under the provision for electric furnaces, ovens, and heaters, 
it such; or under the provision for articles suitable for producing electrical energy if 
thermocouples and not specially designed to be parts for specific machines or apparatuses. 
Glass or fused quartz equipment for micro-analysis and in c.v. of such material is classi- 
liable under the provision for glass scientific articles in par. 218(a). [T.D. 54895(13).] 

Glove, plastic.—Three fingered disposable plastic gloves used in medical examinations, 
lutiable at the rate applicable to rubber gloves under par. 1537(b). [T.D. 54885(12).] 

Hat, straw, having conical-shaped crown approximately 6% inches high, base of 
rown formed by five colored bands or strips which extend outward for approximately 

icht inches giving tassel-like effect, and containing cotton sweat band, classifiable as 
1 sewed straw hat, trimmed not blocked, under par. 1504(b)(4). [T.D. 54885(13).] 

Holder, flower, consisting of bowl approximately 6 inches wide and 2 inches deep and 
perforated dome-like removable top which sets into the rim of the bowl, both made 
a colored synthetic resin (polyethylene type) containing no filler material, dutiable 
the rate applicable to manufactures wholly or in c.v. of glass, n.s.p.f., under par. 230(d). 
“D. 54885(14).] 

Hose, fire and irrigation, in diameters ranging from 1% inches to 8 inches, consisting 
»f a lining composed of nylon threads or yarns, the lining being the component of c.v. of 
the hose, and a plasticized polyvinyl chloride inner and outer layer, classifiable under 
par. 1312, as a manufacture, n.s.p.f., of fibers, filaments, threads, or yarns, in c.v. of rayon 
or other synthetic textile as defined in par. 1313. [T.D. 54891(7).] 

Houseboat superstructure “Flat-Afloat Catacruiser” for mounting on American-built 
pontoons and which is designed exclusively for use as floating living quarters is classifi- 
able under the provision for parts of motorboats in par. 370. [T.D. 54878(9).] 

Hydrocortisone (hydrocortisone alcohol) and testosterone prepared synthetically 
from non-coal tar sources are classifiable as medicinal preparations, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. 
LT.D. 548910¢8).] 

Inhalation, anaesthetic, made of 2-brom, 2-chloro, and 1-trifluoroethane, a bromine 
compound not derived from coal tar, for use as an anaesthetic, is classifiable as a medi- 
cinal preparation, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 54885(15).] 

Jewelry, religious pendant, consisting of a cameo with a religious motif set in a 
metal setting, with a bar clasp attached to the mounting, and having a slip ring affixed 
to the top of the article so that it may be worn as a pendant, used primarily as an article 
of adornment rather than as a devotional article, classifiable as jewelry, commonly or 
commercially so known, under par. 1527(a). [T.D. 54891(9).] 

Jewelry, parts.—Small silver figures of a llama used in the manufacture of tie pins 
classifiable as parts of jewelry wholly or in c.v. of silver under par. 1527. [T.D. 54885(16).] 

Lanterns, blinking, single bulb, battery operated, in c.v. of metal, consisting of glass 
globes, painted to represent Santa Claus and Jack-o-lanterns, set on circular bases not 
of a type chiefly used for the amusement of children, classifiable as household utensils, 
composed wholly or in c.v. of metal, and n.s.p.f., under par. 339. [T.D. 548891(10).] 
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Medicinal preparations and chemical compounds.—Homatropine alkaloid is classifiable 
as a coal tar medicinal under par. 28(a), if chiefly used as a medicinal, otherwise, it is 
classifiable under par 27(a)(3)(5), as a product ‘obtained, derived, or manufactured in 
whole or in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. Arecoline alkaloid and 
lysergic acid diethylamide obtained, derived, or manufactured wholly or in part from 
coal tar sources are classifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5), as products obtained, derived, 
or manufactured in whole or in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. 
Atropine methylnitrate, atropine sulphate, atropine valerianata, ergonovine maleate, lobe- 
line (alpha form), lobeline alkaloid, lobeline hydrochoride puriss., lobeline sulphate puriss., 
lobeline sulphate total alkaloids, physostigmine alkaloid, psy sostigmine hydrochloride, and 
physostigmine sulphate when obtained, derived or manufactured wholly or in part from 
coal tar sources are classifiable as coal tar medicinals under par. 28(a). Arecoline hydro- 
chloride, atropine alkaloid, atropine methylbromate, and ergonovine when obtained, de- 
rived, or manufactured wholly or in part from coal tar sources and in their imported 
condition ready for administration as medicinals, except for dilution or addition of a 
carrier, and so chiefly used in the United States, are classifiable as coal tar medicinals 
under par. 28(a), but if in their imported condition they are not ready for administration 
as medicinals or they are not chiefly used as medicinals in the United States they are 
classifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5), as products obtained, derived, or manufactured wholly 
ov in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. 

The products ruled upon below are not obtained, derived, or manufactured in any 
part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. 

G-strophanthin (ouabain), K-strophanthin, colchicine alkaloid amorphous, and col- 
chicine alkaloid crystals obtained in the crystallization from ethyl acetate are classifiable 
as drugs of vegetable origin, natural and uncompounded, not edible, n.s.p.f., advanced in 
condition or value, and not containing alcohol under par. 34. Colchicine alkaloid crystals 
with two moles of chloroform of crystallization are classifiable as a chemical compound, 
n.s.p.f., under par, 5. Ergotamine tartrate is classifiable as such under par. 5, as modified. 
Arecoline alkaloid, brucine sulphate, emetine alkaloid, hydrastinine alkaloid, lysergic acid 
diethylamide (L.S.D.-25), methergine, and pilocarpine alkaloid are classifiable as chemical 
compounds, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Atropine methylbromide, atropine methylnitrate, atropine 
sulphate atropine valerianata (valerate), desacetyl lanatoside C, digitalin (digitoxin) 
crystals, emetine hydrochloride, ergonovine maleate, hydergine, hydrastinine hydro- 
chtoride, hyoscyamine camphorate, hyoscyamine hydrobromide, hyoscyamine hydrochloride, 
hyoscyamine sulphate, lobeline (alpha form), lobeline alkaloid, lobeline hydrochloride 
puriss., lobeline sulphate puriss., lobeline sulphate total alkaloids, physostigmine alkaloid, 
phy sostigmine hydrochloride, physostigmine sulphate, pilocarpine hydrobromide, pilocar- 
pine hydrochloride, pilocarpine nitrate, scopolamine camphorate, scopolamine hydro- 
chloride, veratrine alkaloid, veratrine hydrochloride, veratrine sulphate, yohimbine alka- 
loid, and yohimbine hydrochloride, all the foregoing possessing therapeutic properties 
obtained by processing and chemical reactions and not present in their source materials, 
in their imported condition ready for administration as medicinals, except for dilution or 
addition of a carrier, and so chiefly used in the United States are classifiable as medicinal 
preparations, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. Acetyl digitoxin, arecoline hydrochloride, atropine 
alkaloid, cephaeline alkaloid, cephaeline hydrochloride, dihydroergocormine (D.H.O. 180), 
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dihydroergokryptine (D.H.K, 135), dihydroergotanine 
(D.H.E. 45), ergonovine, ergotamine, ergotamine hydrochloride, ergotamine sulphate, 
ergotamine phosphate, ergotamine methane sulphonate, and hyoscyamine alkaloid, in their 
imported condition ready for administration as medicinals, except for dilution or addition 


dihydroergocristine (D.C.S. 90), 


of a carrier, and so chiefly used in the United States, are classifiable as medicinal prepara- 
tions, n.s.p.f., under par. 5, but if not ready for administration or not chiefly used as medi- 
cinals in the United States they are classifiable as chemical compounds, n.s.p.f., under 
par. 56. Atropine methylbromate, cephaeline hydrobromate, and emetine hydrobromide in 
their imported condition ready for administration as medicinals, except for dilution or 
addition of a carrier, and so chiefly used in the United States, are classifiable as medicinal 
preparations, n.s.p.f., under par. 5, but if not ready for administration or not chiefly used 
as medicinals in the United States they are classifiable as bromide compounds, n.s.p.f., 
under par. 45. Digilanid in its condition as imported ready for administration as a medi- 
cinal, except for dilution or addition of a carrier, and so chiefly used in the United States 
is classifiable as a drug of vegetable origin, natural and uncompounded, not edible, n.s.p.f., 
advanced in condition or value, and not containing alcohol, under par. 34, but if not ready 
for administration or not chiefly used as a medicinal in the United States it is classifiable 
as a chemical compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D, 54878(10).] 

Menadione and menadione sodium bisulfite, if in their condition as imported ready 
for administration as medicinals, except for dilution or addition of a carrier, and so chiefly 
used in the United States, are classifiable under par. 28(a), as medicinals obtained, derived, 
or manufactured in whole or in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. 
However, if in their condition as imported they are not ready for administration or they 
are chiefly used as nutrients, or for further processing into another product or for some 
other purpose, they are classifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5) as products by whatever name 
known, obtained, derived, or manufactured in whole or in part from any product provided 
for in par. 27 or 1651. [T.D. 54891(11).] 

Ornamental figure of a horse, a novelty or souvenir item approximately 2 inches by 
2% inches in size, composed of approximately 90% lead and 10% antimony, classifiable as 
a manufactured article, n.s.p.f., wholly or in c.v. of lead, under par. 397. [T.D. 54895(14).] 

Oxide, uranium, in form of sintered pellets, which have not been enriched, and are 
to be used as components of nuclear reactor fuels, classifiable as uranium oxide under 
par. 1792. [T.D. 54891(12).] 

Panels, laminated, synthetic resin.—Fiberglass strands joined to a printed fabric or 
printed paper sheet by a synthetic resin impregnating both layers, coated on the fabri« 
or paper side with a film of transparent synthetic resin, classifiable as manufactures in 
c.v. of laminated products of which a synthetic resin is serving as chief binding agent 
under par. 1539(b). A layer of rayon fabric joined to a sheet of printed paper by a syn- 
thetic resin impregnating both layers, also classifiable under par. 1539(b). If imported 
in sheet form, classifiable as a laminated sheet of which a synthetic resin is the chief 
binding agent; if cut to size for a specific use, classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of a 
laminated product of which a synthetic resin is serving as chief binding agent. [T.D. 
54891(13).] 

Paper, hanging; silk tissue paper._-Hanging paper in c.v. of silk consisting of a layer 
of silk laminated to a layer of paper having a gold-colored metal solution, is classifiable 
as hanging paper, colored, under par. 1409. The tissue in c.v. of silk consists of a tissue 
paper weighing under 10 pounds per ream of 288,000 square inches with a woven silk 
fabric having a natural leaf and speckles of a gold-colored metal solution. The chief 
use is on folding screens and lamp shades and not as hanging paper. Such material is 
classifiable as a manufacture in c.v. of silk, n.s.p.f., under par. 1211. [T.D. 54891(14).] 

Paper, metal covered, a barrier wrapper for envelopes, with printing done by a roto- 
gravure press (one color) on imitation parchment paper weighing 40 grams and protected 
by a nitrocellulose coating, with the back gummed to aluminum foil which is laminated 
to polythene film (not extruded but laminated to foil side without the use of an adhesive), 
is classifiable as other papers covered partly or wholly with metal or its solutions, under 
par. 1405. [(T.D. 54878(11).] 

Paper party favors, in c.v. of paper, shaped like a large firecracker measuring 6 inches 
high and 2% inches in diameter with paper caps or small plastic souvenir animals inside 
the cylindrical container which are ejected when the powder explodes after fuse is lit, 
are classifiable under the provision for manufactures of paper, n.s.p.f., in par. 1413. [T.D. 
54891(15).] 

Paper sheets, lithographically printed, made into church bulletins from sheets 11 
inches by 8% inches by folding sheets through center for 4 pages and having printed 
views of Swiss scenes and one or two line sentences quoted from the Bible on the first 
page, are classifiable as other articles of paper lithographically printed not over 0.012 
inch thick, n.s.p.f., under par. 1406. [T.D. 54885(17).] 

Pet food, canned, consisting of 50% fish, 30% water, and 20% corn grain products, salt, 
vitamins and preservative, is classifiable as a mixed feed consisting of an admixture of 
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grains or grain products with molasses, oil cake, oil-cake meal, or other feedstuffs under 
par. 730. [T.D. 54885(18).] . 

Pin wires composed of brass or steel and shaped in the form of safety pins without 
safety pin heads are classifiable as articles n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufactured, com- 
posed wholly or in c.v. of steel or brass under par. 397. If containing 4% or more of copper 
by weight, the merchandise is subject to an import tax under section 4541. [T.D. 54881(16).] 

Powder, alloy, composed of 18% tungsten, 4% chromium, 1% vanadium, and the 
balance iron, classifiable as mixtures or combinations containing tungsten metal or tung- 
sten carbide, in powder, under par. 302(g), and not as grit, sand, and shot of steel in 
any form under par. 335. [T.D. 54878(12).] 

Powder, iron, containing 0.7 percent molybdenum and 0.4 percent nickel, produced 
from scrap steel, and to which nickel and molybdenum have been added at some step in 
the manufacturing operation, classifiable as articles, n.s.p.f., partly or wholly manufac- 
tured, wholly or in c.v. of iron under par. 397, and not as sponge iron under par. 301. [T.D. 
54878(13).] 

Presses for textile fibres, designed to bale ginned cotton, wool after it has been 
scoured, and synthetic textiles after they have been produced, for inplant storage or 
shipment, are classifiable as all other textile machinery under par. 372, since they are 
chiefly used in textile mills to perform an intermediate step after the textile production 
has been initiated. [(T.D. 54891(17).] 

Procaine penicillin, vitamin E acetate, tartaric acid.—-Procaine penicillin is classifi- 
able as a coal tar medicinal under par. 28(a). Vitamin E acetate (tocopheryl acetate) 
derived wholly or in part from coal tar sources is classifiable as a coal tar medicinal under 
par. 28(a). Vitamin E acetate (tocopheryl acetate) derived wholly from non-coal tar 
sources is classifiable as a vitamin medicinal preparation under par 5. Tartaric acid is 
classifiable as such under par. 1. [T.D. 54885(19).] 

Pump, hand, portable, composed of an aluminum alloy, designed for bilge, fire, sewage, 
sump well, cellar drainage, roof-tank pumping, etc., and containing a gear box and train, 
classifiable as a machine, n.s.p.f., under par. 372. [T.D. 54891(18).] 

Rare earth chloride, the principal components of which are oxides of cerium, lanthan- 
num, and neodymium, is classifiable as a chemical compound, n.s.p.f., under par. 5. [T.D. 
54885(20).] 

Rauwolfia serpentina roots in a crude state are classifiable as natural and uncom- 
peunded drugs in a crude state, n.s.p.f., under par. 1669. Uncompounded rauwolfia ser- 
pentina roots, powdered or ground, and total alkaloids (not separated) of these roots in 
either soft or dry extract form, but not containing alcohol, are classifiable as drugs of 
vegetable origin, natural and uncompounded, not edible, n.s.p.f., advanced in condition 
or value, not containing alcohol, under par. 34. If the extracts contain alcohol they are 
classifiable as medicinal compounds containing alcohol under par. 24. [T.D. 54885(21).] 

Recorder, profile, airborne, a precision radar altimeter designed to determine relative 
heights of points on the ground along the flight path, classifiable as an article suitable 
for modifying electrical energy under par. 353. [T.D. 54895(15).] 

Reflector, aluminum, spherical, used in a projector for lighting cinematographic 
studios, collecting the light falling behind the bulb and reflecting it forward through the 
lens, is classifiable as a manufactured article, n.s.p.f., in c.v. of aluminum, under par. 397, 
([T.D. 54885(22).] 
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Riboflavin, synthetic (vitamin B,), if in its imported condition it is ready for admin- 
istration as a medicinal, except for dilution or addition of a carrier, and is so chiefly 
used in the United States, is classfiable as a coal tar medicinal under par, 28(a); otherwise, 
it is classifiable under par. 27(a)(3)(5) as a product obtained, derived, or manufactured 
in whole or in part from a product provided for in par. 27 or 1651. (T.D. 54891(19).] 

Rings, “O”, steel, composed of tubing, internally pressurized, used to seal between 
two mating surfaces, classifiable as an article, n.s.p.f., manufactured in c.v. of steel, under 
par. 397. [{T.D. 54891(20).] J 

Roof decking, consisting of random lengths of cedar measuring 3 by 6 inches with 
double tongue and groove, combed face, and matched, and with holes drilled 30 inches 
apart on center for use in spiking, classifiable as lumber, sawed, not further manufactured 
than tongued and grooved under par.

The verification of invoice and/or entered net weight shall involve customs weighing 
for gross weight, weight of empty carton or case, and weight of one empty tin with top 
and yam d The actual net weight per case or carton ascertained from these factors shall 
be reported and used to liquidate the entry. All results shall be reported promptly to the 
Customs Information Exchange for circularization, the report to include in addition to 
date of entry at least (1) name of the foreign producer, and if different, the name of the 
shipper, (2) country of exportation, (3) brand name, (4) label net weight, (5) tins per 
arton or case, (6) gross weight (7) breakdown of actual tare per carton or case, and 
(8) net weight per carton or case reported for duty assessment. Customs officers shall 
rely on the circularized results to check on the sufficiency of the net weight standards at 
the time in use. On subsequent entries of the same brand and size, the verified net weight 
circularized would be an acceptable weight from which to compute the deposit of duties 
on an entry at any port. (C/L 3082) 


MARKING OF THE NAME OF THE COUNTRY OF ORIGIN ON IMPORTED 
CANNED OYSTERS AND OTHER SEAFOOD 

It has been reported to the Bureau that canned oysters have been imported into the 
United States without the marking of the name of the country of origin appearing on the 
can in a legible and conspicuous manner as required under section 304, Tariff Act of 1930, 
as amended. Future shipments of canned oysters and other seafood should be scrutinized 
to assure that all marking requirements are complied with. In this connection, the mark- 
ing of the name of the country of origin should be at a location on the surface of the can 
where such marking will remain visible if additional or new labels will be affixed to the 
cans in the United States (B. C.L. No. 3025 dated March 20, 1958). (Cf 3081)

CONDUCT STUDY OF IMPORTS OF LEAD AND ZINC—Since October 1, 1958, absolute 
import quotas on “unmanufactured” lead and zinc have been in effect. The quotas were 
imposed by Presidential proclamation following an “escape clause” investigation by the 
United States Tariff Commission. There have been reports from various sources that since 
the quotas on unmanufactured lead and zinc were put into effect rapidly rising imports of 
lead and zine products, said to be attributable primarily to the existence of the quotas on 
unmanufactured lead and zinc, are rendering the quotas on unmanufactured lead and zinc 
ineffective. With a view to ascertaining the facts, the Tariff Commission has, on its own 
motion, initiated a study, under the authority of section 332 of the Tariff Act of 1930, of 
the trend of imports of various lead and zinc products not subject to the quota restrictions, 
and will issue a report on the results of this study as soon as the study is completed. 

U. &S. PRODUCTION AND SALES OF SYNTHETIC PLASTICS AND RESIN—Preliminary 
report on U. S. production and sales of synthetic plastics and resin materials in 1958. The 
report, eleventh in a series on production and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 
1958, gives preliminary statistics for that year on plastics and resin materials by chemical 
classes and major uses. According to the report, U. S. production of all plastics and resin 
materials in 1958 (except cellulosics) amounted to 4,518 million pounds—about 4 percent 
more than the output of 4,340 million pounds in 1957. Sales in 1958 amounted to 4,066 
million pounds, valued at $1,275 million, compared with 3,789 million pounds, valued at 
het million, in 1957. Production of all cellulosic plastics in 1958 amounted to 141 million 
pounds. 

U. S. PRODUCTION AND SALES OF SURFACE-ACTIVE AGENTS—Preliminary report 
on U. S. production and sales of surface-active agents in 1958. The report, seventh in a 
series on production and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1958, gives preliminary 
statistics for that year on surface-active agents, grouped by chemical classes. All statistics 
are given in terms of 100-percent content of active ingredients. According to the report, 
U. S. production of surface-active agents in 1958 amounted to 1,335 million pounds—10.7 
percent more than the 1957 output of 1,206 million pounds.

U. S. PRODUCTION OF DYES OFF FOR FOURTH CONSECUTIVE YEAR—Preliminary 
report on U. S. production and sales of dyes in 1958. The report, ninth in a series on pro- 
duction and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1958, gives preliminary statistics for 
323 individual dyes, and totals by chemical class and by class of application, using the 
new Colour Index classification and terminology. According to the report, U. S. produc- 
tion of dyes in 1958 amounted to 140 million pounds—2 percent less than the 143 million 
pounds produced in 1957 and 8 percent less than the 152 million pounds produced in 1956. 
Sales of dyes in 1958 amounted to 139 million pounds, valued at $177 million, compared 
wick A owns. sarees = S106 militon, in 1957. Sales of dyes in 1958 were thus 

percent larger than in 1957, in terms of quantity, and 8 percent larger, in terms of value. 

U. 8. PRODUCTION OF PLASTICIZERS SMALLER IN 1958——Preliminary AA. on 
U. S. production and sales of plasticizers in 1958. The report, eighth in a series on produc- 
tion and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1958, gives preliminary statistics for that 
year on the various groups of plasticizers. According to the report, U. S. production of 
all plasticizers in 1958 amounted to 417 million pounds—about 6 percent less than the out- 
put of 442 million pounds in 1957. Sales in 1958 amounted to 3s million pounds, valued 
at $111 million, compared with 363 million pounds, valued at $114 million, in 1957. 

TARIFF COMMISSION ISSUES lith REPORT ON TRADE AGREEMENTS PROGRAM 
—The report covers the period from July 1957 through June 1958. During that period the 
Contracting Parties to the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade did not sponsor any 
multilateral tariff negotiations of the Geneva-Annecy-Torquay type. Shortly before the 
close of the period, however, they commenced negotiations with Switzerland looking 
toward its provisional accession to the General Agreement. During the period covered 
the United States engaged in limited trade-agreement negotiations under article XXV of 
the General Agreement with Brazil and under article XXVIII with Austria, Canada “Ceylon 
P nimeng poe ee Union - South Africa.

SUPPLEMENTAL REPORT ON STAINLESS-STEEL FLATWARE — The U.S. Tariff Com- 
mission submitted to the President a supplement to its report of January 10, 1958, on the 
“escape clause” investigation of stainless-steel table flatware which was made under 
section 7 of the Trade Agreements Extension Act of 1951, as amended. In its original 
report the Commission unanimously found that stainless-steel table flatware was being 
imported into the United States in such increased quantities as to cause serious injury 
to the domestic industry producing like products. The six members of the Commission, 
however, divided three to three on the action that was necessary to remedy the injury. 
The supplemental report was prepared in response to a letter of March 7, 1958, from the 
President, requesting additional information. 

TOWELING OF FLAX, HEMP, OR RAMIE—Submitted to the President its second 
periodic report on the developments in the trade in toweling of flax, hemp, or ramie since 
the “escape clause” action on July 25, 1956, withdrawing the concession granted in the 
General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade on such toweling classifiable under paragraph 
1010 of the Tariff Act of 1930. This report was made pursuant to paragraph 1 of Execu- 
tive Order 10401, which order prescribes procedures for the periodic review of escape- 
clause actions. Such review is limited to the determination of whether a concession that 
has been modified or withdrawn can be restored in whole or in part without causing or 
threatening serious injury to domestic industry concerned. In submitting its second re- 
port to the President under Executive Order 10401 with respect to toweling of flax, hemp, 
or ramie, the Commission advised the President that the conditions of competition be- 
tween imported and domestic toweling had not so changed as to warrant the institution 
of a formal investigation under the provisions of paragraph 2 of the order. This means 
that, in the Commission's view, the developments in the trade in toweling of flax, hemp, 
or ramie do not warrant a forma! inquiry into the question of whether a reduction in the 
= on such toweling could be made without resulting in serious injury to the domestic 
industry. 

U. S. PRODUCTION OF CYCLIC INTERMEDIATES—Preliminary report on U. 8. pro- 
duction and sales of cyclic (coal-tar) intermediates in 1958. The report, tenth in a series 
on production and sales of synthetic organic chemicals in 1958, gives preliminary statistics 
for that year on 229 individual cyclic intermediates. According to the report, U. S. pro- 
duction of cyclic intermediates in 1958 was 6,643 million pounds, or 4 percent less than 
the record high of 6,927 million pounds reported for 1957. Three-fifths of the 1958 output 
was consumed by the producing concerns in further manufacture and the remainder was 
sold. Sales of cyclic intermediates in 1958 amounted to, 2,646 million pounds, valued at 
$439 million, compared with 2,600 million pounds, valued at $451 million, in 1957. In terms 
of quantity, sales of cyclic intermediates in 1958 were 2 percent greater than in 1957, but 
in terms of value they were 3 percent smaller. 

WATCH MOVEMENTS—The U. S. Tariff Commission submitted to the President its 
fourth periodic report on the developments in the trade in watch movements since the 
“escape clause” action, on July 27, 1954, modifying the concession thereon granted in the 
trade agreement with Switzerland signed January 9, 1936. This report was made pur- 
suant to paragraph 1 of Executive Order 10401 of October 14, 1952. That order prescribes 
procedures for the periodic review of escape-clause actions. Such review is limited to 
the determination of whether a concession that has been modified or withdrawn can be 
restored in whole or in part without causing or threatening serious injury to the domestic
